A MKMORABLK SARK. 

The recent sale of Fljinc Fox, wearer of the 
triple crown, and other cracks of the lata Duke 
of Waatminstar'a raeinc atabla, eansad an nn- 
nanal sensation amonf English hersemen. 
Fnll details of the remarkable anction are now 
to band and fnrnisb highlj interesting reading 
in view of the general attention attracted bj 
the cabled dispatches. Tbs statement is re- 
peated in the exchanges that M r. Qilpin was 
bidding for Orme's son on behalf of W. C. Whit- 
ney, but the latter baa already denied this. In 
its story of the now bistorie sale the Field, of 
Hareh 10 says, in part : 

“It says a great deal for the vitality of the 
English tnrf when a team of nineteen horses in 
training, all in the seme ownership, is disposed 
of for a total of 70,410 guineas, or an average of 
over 8,707 gnineas. It most be remembered, 
too, that fonr of the lot were untried geldings; 
these fonr only aggregated 730 guineas, and 
this lowered the average very considerably. 
The fact is, however, that the lata Dnka of 
Westminster was widely recognised aa the most 
eneeessfnl breeder of the day, and, what is more 
important, the beat judge of a thoroughbred in 
the kingdom. Then, too, a majority of the 
other eighteen who helped Flying Fox to make 
the enormons total at Kingeclere on Thursday 
were descendants in tail male of Doncaster, 
whose blood has bad sneh enormous Influence 
on the English tnrf during the last twenty 
years. 

“It bad bean a general opinion ever since the 
sale was annonneed that records would be 
broken in more than one instance ; but we do 
not think that any one could possibly have 
guessed what an enormous draw the dispersal 
of the famons stud would be. The company 
was large, aristocratic and representative of 
the tnrf world. Foreign and American bnyers 
helped to swell the throng of English turfites— 
of all degrees. Royalty was represented by the 
Prince of Wales and Prince Christian ; the aris- 
tocracy by Lord Coventry, Lords William and 
Marcus Beresford, Lord Bnchan and others; 
the Kingsclere stable by Frank Alexander and 
W. Low; trainers by John Porter, Jamas and 
Alee Wangh, Sam Darling, William Stevens and 
many more; jockeysbip by the brothers Morn- 
ington and Kempton Cannon and Sam Loates; 
breeders by Mr. Forrest Todd, Mr. James 
'Bussell, William Brice (who seenred two nomi- 
nations to Flying Fox from the horse’s new 
owner). Taylor Sharpe and a host of others ; 
while men whose colors are frequently con- 
spicnons on the conrse were as thick as antnmn 
leaves. Lhdiee there were, too, in fair nnm 
bors, and by the actnal time of the sale the 
whole country side had turned ont, there being 
two or three hundred carriages on the road 
when«ll was over. 

“Calveley and Flying Fox mononoliesd chief 
attention and the great horse never looked 
* better in bis life. Though the year is yet so 
yonng be carried little or no snperflnons flesh, 
and was, indeed, as hard as a cricket ball and 
as bright as a star. Fonr better or finer lege 
we never saw cn a thoroughbred; bnt, consid- 
ering bis sice, bis bocks are undoubtedly some- 
what far[from the ground, and bis arms rather 
short. The Imost wonderful thing about him 
just now is the muscnlar development on his 
sbonlder and neck, and hers it may be 
mentioned;. that Flying Fox never carries 
any flesh on bis flanks. As many of 
our readers will know, the horse has never 
been great id substance, but the fact is thdt 
what substance he has got be carries in the 
proper places, and never where it is only an 
encumbrance.; On Thursday one could count 
bis ribs, and yet the horse was quite the 



reverse of thin. In appearance be has nn- 
donbtedly improved, and, as has always been 
the ease with him, the more be is examined 
the more diffienlt it is to find a fault. Of 
conrse, there was never any horse foaled abont 
whom nothing in disparagement could be said, 
bnt if we remark that Flying Fox might 
be an inch and a half longer in the neck, and 
had rather a prettier bead— without the droop- 
ing ears— wo have said all that we can possibly 
nrge against him. Good Look, a handsome 
chestnut gelding by Boyal Hampton, and a fre- 
quent winner last year, was the first to come 
under the hammer, and considering bis nnsexed 
condition, ha made good value when knocked 
down to James Wangh for 2,1(W gnineas. Next 
came Ooblet, one of the prettiest horses in 
training, bat jnst a little small, Mr. Joel ssd 
Mr. Bird, who manages Sir J. B. Maple’s stud, 
were the chief bidders for the gray, and eventu- 
ally be was seenred by the last named gentle- 
man at 6J100 gnineas. He is in most of the 
spring handicaps and is jnst the sort to win the 
Jubilee Stakes at Kempton. 

“Missel Thrush, who followed Goblet, has a 
wonderful pedigree, is a bsantifally topped 
colt, bnt has never ran. Indeed, he has never 
been properly trained, bis legs being nufortn- 
nately inclined to unsonndness. As a stallion 
he may be valuable, and that something is 
thought of him was evidenced when he was 
bought for the yonng Duke of Westminster for 
900 guineas. Vane, who won the Bretby Stakes 
last year, has grown into a regular beauty, and 
as she walked around the ring she showed the 
manners and action of a real hereditary high- 
flyer. Had she been better eugaged she would 
have brought a lot of money ; but, aa it is, she is 
cheap at 4,800 guineas, if only on account of her 
stnd value. A burst of cheering fallowed the 
announcement that she bad been bought by the 
Prince of Wales, and she will soma day be a 
valned addition to the wondrous collection of 
matrons at the Sandriugham Stud. Manchuria, 
en her form of last year, was well sold to Mr. 
Joel for 2,800 guineas, and Calveley, pnrebased 
by Sir John Thursby at only 100 gnineas lets 
than 9,000, was even a better sale. We do not 
mean to say the horse is not worth the money, 
bnt he is folly exposed, top weight in the handi- 
caps, and is already five years old. Perhaps we 
shall DOW see him have a cut at Flying Fox for 
the Ascot Cup with Mr. George Thursby in the 
saddle. 

“There was a buzz of admiration when Flying 
Fox w as led into the ring, and quickly it was 
annonn ced that the reserve was 30,000 guineas. 
For a moment no one offered an advance, and 
then Mr. Joel bid a thousand over the reserve. 
M, Blanc joined in, and after a while Mr. 
Gilpin. Mr, Joel dropped ont at 34,000 guineas, 
and with the match afterward confined to the 
other pair, M.. Blanc stayed the longest and 
seenred the. horse at 37,500 guineas. Flying Fox 
will, we understand, be removed from Kings- 
clere, bnt it is bis owner’s intention to have him 
trained for the Ascot Cup.

GOSSIP OF THK TURF. 

Eddie Jpnae, who left San Francisco with his 
father for England last Wednesday, will sail on 
March 24 from New York. The jockey will carry 
with him letters of introduction to some of the 
prominent owners. He also has a statement 
from the California Jockey Club which shows 
that he is in good standing on this side. “I ex- 
pect to arrive in England in time for the Liver- 
pool meeting,’’ said Jones, while bidding his 
friends good-bye. “I am told that this is a good 
meeting, and before it is over I hope to get 
some mounts. I know several owners and train- 
ers whom I think will be able to help me out. 
A great many people wonder why I am going 
over there to ride. Well, 1 will tell you. The 
high weights is the inducement more than 
anything else. I am getting heavy and to do 
199 pounds, which yon have got to do hare to get 
mounts, it hurts me. Over there I won’t have 
to train down so much, and I think I will make 
jnst as much money. If I only can start well I 
know I will be all right.” 

At Senator Per ter Ashe’s Ruinart Stock Farm, 
in Sonoma county, last Monday a filly foal, like 
Macduff, was “from her mother’s womb un- 
timely ripped.” and is today a lively little 
orphan that may live to do credit to her illas- 
trious lineage. Soma time daring the day the 
mare Trance was found with a leg broken, and 
the member was so badly shattered that Dr 
Summerfleld, the veterinary surgeon, decided 
that it was impossible to save her. She was 
due to foal to Ruinart, and it was resolved to 
save the foal if possible. Chloroform was ad- 
ministered, and the same operation which 
brought the immortal Caesar into the world 
was performed. At first the foal showed no 
signs of life, bnt artificial respiration was em- 
ployed and succeeded. The filly, for such was 
its sex, soon was able to stand up, and is today 
running about the corral and enjoying life. 
Trance was brought to this state from Australia 
by J. D. Lewis, the owner of Tarcoola, who 
raced her with some success over the local 
tracks. She unfortunately slipped her foal 
last year, and the one this year has been 
anxionsly expected, as the mare’s breeding was 
considered to be just the proper cross with 
Rninart.- San Francisco Breeder and Sports- 
man.

Orleans yesterday said: “The most important 
incident in the races today, the first day of the 
spring meeting of the New Louisiana Jockey 
Clnb, was the serving of a notice on jockey W.

I mission of some wrong-doing. They did not 
I succeed in convicting him of any particular 
' charge, but found ont enough to satisfy them 
I that ha has bseu in the bands of a gang whose 
inteutioDs were not for the betterment of 
I racing.

Other horsee anbatantial- 
ly backed recently are Jean Beraud, Zoroaster, 
Manuel, Kinley Mack, Approval, Firearm. Half 
Tims, Jack Point, Sidney Lucas, Liebpr Karl 
and Algol.
